2. On receipt of the reference , a case was 
registered under No. LC -II / IT / 02 /09 and registered 
A / D notice was issued to the parties . In pursuance 
to the said notice , the parties put in their 
appearance . The Workmen / Party I (for short 
Workmen ) , filed their statement of claim 
on 07-07-2009 at Exb . 4. The facts of the case in 
brief as pleaded by the Workmen are that the 
Employer / Party II ( 1) [ for short " Employer ( 1 )" ] is 
a Hospital & Research Centre which provides 
medical services to indoor and outdoor patients. 
The Workmen stated that the Employer ( 1) is an 
establishment which has many diversified 
activities including training academy situated at 
Assolna -Goa and has its main office at Bandra , 
Mumbai and one of such activities of the Employer 
establishment is M / s . Nusi Hospital & Research 
Centre setup at Panzarconi, Cuncolim , Salcete -Goa . 
The Workmen stated that the Employer ( 1 ) provides 
medical facilities to its patients and for that reason 
the Employer ( 1) has employed several permanent 
Workmen on its roll to provide efficient and 
professional services. The Workmen stated that 
the Employer ( 1 ) has employed more than 100 
Workmen . The Workmen stated that on 06-04-2009 , 
the Employer ( 1 ) illegally terminated their services 
without assigning any justified reasons . The 
Workmen submits that no permission or approval 
of the appropriate Government has been obtained 
by the Employer ( 1 ) before terminating the services 
of the Workmen under reference as such the action 
of the Employer is in violation of Sec . 25 - N of 
Chapter V - B of the I. D. Act, 1947. The Workmen 
stated that the Employer (1 ) while terminating 
their services vide termination letter issued to them 
stated that their services are no longer required 


by operation of law as well as Sec . 25 -FF of the 
I. D. Act, 1947. The Workmen contended that the 
termination of their services are smacks of 
malafides and account of joining the 
membership of Goa Trade and Commercial Workers 
Union by them . The Workmen stated that as 
they have joined the Union , they have been 
pressurized to forsake the Union membership the 
Workmen stated that when they refused to resign 
from the Union membership , they were threatened 
to terminate their services abruptly . The Workmen 
stated that the Employer ( 1) managed to obtain 
the resignation letters of few Workmen under force , 
threat, duress and coercion . The Workmen stated 
that apprehending the termination of their 
services, the Union requested the Labour 
Commissioner to intervene in the matter vide its 
representation 23-03-2009 . The Workmen stated 
that on 06-04-2009 the Employer ( 1) told the five 
Workmen not to report for their duty . The Workmen 
contended that at the time of termination of their 
services , the Employer ( 1) has failed to comply 
with the mandatory provisions of the I. D. Act, 1947 
and the rules made thereunder. The Workmen 
contended that the termination of their services is 
in violation of Sec . 33 of the I. D. Act, 1947 as the 
termination has been obtained without approval 
from the competent authorities. The Workmen 
contended that at the time of termination of 
services, the Employer ( 1) has failed to comply 
with the provisions of Sec . 25 - F of the I. D. Act , 
1947 and the rules made thereunder as the 
Employer ( 1) has failed to give them the correct 
dues of one month notice pay in lieu of notice 
as well as pay for every completed years of their 
service . The Workmen contended that the 
retrenchment compensation has not been 
calculated correctly . The Workmen therefore 
contended that the action of the Employer ( 1 ) in 
terminating their services w.e.f. 06-04-2009 is 
illegal, unjustified , bad - in -law and ab initio void . 
The Workmen submitted that during the course of 
conciliation proceedings the Employer ( 1 ) alleged 
that they have transferred its establishment to 
Wockhardt Hospital Ltd., which is an afterthought 
defence . The Workmen submitted that the so called 
transfer of the Management of Nusi Hospital & 
Research Centre to Wockhardt Hospital Ltd., is not 
genuine , bonafide and smacks of malafides. The 
Workmen submitted that all licenses and 
registrations are still continued in the name of Nusi 
Hospital and Research Centre . The Workmen 
submitted that the Employer has retained the junior 
most Workmen at its establishment and new 
Workmen on contract basis are employed in their 
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place . The Workmen stated that there is enough 
work available to them with the Employer ( 1). The 
Workmen submitted that to decide the real issue 
involved in the present dispute , it is necessary to 
lift the veil and to find out the real Employer and 
the successor in interest . The Workmen therefore 
prayed that the action of the Employer ( 1) in 
terminating their services be held as illegal, unjust 
and bad - in -law and they be reinstated back in the 
services of the Employer ( 1) alongwith full back 
wages and continuity in service . 


3. The Employer ( 1) filed its written statement 
on 29-07-2009 at Exb . 5. The Employer ( 1) resisted 
the claim of the Workmen preliminary on the 
ground that the Goa Trade and Commercial Workers 
Union has no locus standi to represent the 
Ex -Workmen employed by it. The Employer ( 1) 
submitted that the entire action of terminating the 
services of all 24 Workmen under reference is fully 
legal and justified and within the provisions of 
Sec . 25 -FF of the I. D. Act , 1947. The Employer ( 1 ) 
submitted that it has signed a Management 
Agreement with the Employer ( 2 ) to run , operate 
and manage the said Nusi Hospital in Goa, 
wherein the Workmen concerned in the reference 
were employed . The Employer ( 1 ) submitted that it 
is no longer engaged in managing health care and 
since there was transfer of the management as 
per provisions of Sec . 25 - FF of the I. D. Act, 1947 , 
it has offered /paid all 24 Workmen under the said 
provisions of law arising out of their employment. 
The Employer ( 1) finally submitted that since all 
the Workmen under reference have already 
paid / offered their dues , the entire demand of 
these Workmen under reference is bad - in - law , non 
maintainable and ought to be rejected . 


by paying their legal dues arising out of their 
employment / discontinuation of the activities of 
running the said hospital. The Employer ( 1 ) 
submitted that it has complied with the statutory 
requirement of paying the legal dues and as such 
the Workmen under reference do not have any right 
and / or cannot claim any right of employment 
including any demand of continuation of services 
and other benefits from the ex - employer as there is 
no employer/ employee relationship exists between 
them . The Employer ( 1 ) submitted that since it was 
not employing more than 100 Workmen the 
question of applicability and further violating of 
Chapter V - B does not arise . The Employer ( 1 ) 
submitted that it has paid /offered the Workmen 
under reference the correct dues including one 
month notice pay in lieu of notice period , 15 days 
compensation , leave encashment , gratuity , ex - gratia 
etc. The Employer ( 1) stated that the transfer of the 
management to the Employer (2 ) is absolutely 
correct, legal and bonafide. The Employer ( 1) denied 
of having retained the junior -most Workmen at its 
establishment and new Workmen on contract basis 
are employed in their place or that there is enough 
work available to the Workmen under reference in 
the said establishment. The Employer ( 1 ) stated 
that the new management of the Employer (2 ) has 
applied before the appropriate authorities for the 
trade licenses and other licenses for running of the 
said hospital and sanction is awaited . The Employer 
( 1) stated that till the time the fresh licenses are 
issued by the appropriate authorities to the new 
management, there is understanding between them 
and the new management that the existing licenses 
issued to it will continue . The Employer ( 1 ) finally 
submitted that the termination of the Workmen 
under reference is fully legal within the provisions 
of law . The Workmen under reference are not 
entitled for reinstatement, full back wages and 
continuity in services . The Employer ( 1) denied that 
the Workmen under reference are unemployed and 
living in great difficulties or that irreparable harm 
and prejudice will be cost to them . The Employer 
( 1) finally prayed that the reference be held as 
not maintainable in law and as such be dismissed 
with costs .

4. The Employer ( 1) stated that it was catering 
and treating medically , indoor and outdoor patients 
and performs related diagnosis and managing the 
said hospital and its activities since November, 
2001. The Employer ( 1) stated that it has observed 
that it is not possible for them to face the 
competition , to provide for increase in the number 
of beds, operation theatres, ICU , Neonatal ICU and 
other super multi- speciality and high standard 
health care facility with latest medical 
equipments . The Employer ( 1 ) stated that it has 
therefore decided to handover its management and 
operation of the Hospital and Research Centre to 
the Employer (2 ) and accordingly an agreement 
was signed to that effect. The Employer ( 1) stated 
that since the Employer (2 ) had taken over its 
management of hospital, they had to discontinue 
and severe the relationship with their employees 


4. Thereafter, the Workmen filed their re -joinder 
on 07-07-2009 at Exb . 06. The Workmen by way of 
re - joinder confirms and reiterates all their 
submissions, averments and statements made in 
their claim statement to be true and correct and 
denied all the statements , averments and 
submissions made by the Employer ( 1 ) in its 
written statement which are contrary to their 
statement and averments made in their claim 
statement. 
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5. Thereafter on the basis of the pleadings filed 
by the respective parties, this Court framed issues 
at Exb . 07 which are as under: 


1. Whether the Workmen /Party I proves that the 

action of the Employer / Party II in terminating 
services of 24 Workmen named in the present 
order of reference w.e.f. 06-04-2000 is illegal 
and unjustified ?
